Pi  Kappa  Phi  consistently  has  one 
of  the  highest  GPAs  among  the  greek  organazations.  They  support  PUSH  America  as 
their  philanthropy.  This  program  sujjpoi-ts  handicapped  individuals  and  their  ability 
to  enjoy  the  outdoors.  Every  summer  they  gather  for  the  Journey  of  Hope  in  support 
of  PUSH  which  travels  over  3200  miles  in  a  six  vs/eek  bike  trip.  'T'USH  America  is  a  campaign  that 
gives  everyone  the  opportunity  to  display  theii-  human  ability  by  competing  in  endurance  events  and 
raising  funds  and  awareness  for  people  with  disabilities,"  said  Tripp  Rush,  Pi  Kappa  Phi's  current 
Pi-esident.

Spiritual  Moments 

Campus  ministry  at  PC  is  diverse  and  includes  many  different  organizations. 
Between  small  bible  studies  oi-  weekly  woi'ship  and  pi-aise  gathei-ings,  there  is  a  time 
and  a  place  for  every  type  of  devotion.  Some  professors  are  actively  involved  in  wor- 
ship and  there  are  even  groups,  like  Hobble's  vv^eekly  discussion  group,  that  are  led 
by  professors.
